1. A connector system comprising: 

a. a first wiring board having: 

i. a first wiring-board surface supporting a first plurality of conductors; and 

ii. a second wiring-board surface supporting a second plurality of conductors extending in a first plane; 

iii. wherein at least one of the first plurality of conductors is electrically connected to a corresponding one of the 
second plurality of conductors; 

b. a second wiring board having a third wiring-board <;> surface supporting a third plurality of conductors 
extending in a second plane substantially perpendicular to the first plane; 

c. an elastomeric conductor disposed between the first and second wiring boards in contact with ones of the 
second plurality of conductors extending in the first plane and ones of the third plurality of conductors extending 
in the second plane substantially perpendicular to the first plane; and 

d. a support connected to the first and second wiring boards and holding the elastomeric conductor against the 
second and third wiring-board surfaces. 
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
